Tomorrow the party will go to Green- 
field early in the day and speak at a 
nooh rally at the Mansion house. Later 
Mr. Foss will go to Northampton and 
Mr. Cassidy to Easthampton for rallies 
in the evening. 

“| have never seen in any political 
campaign such tremendous interest as I 
have found wherever I have gone,” said 
Congressman Foss today. 

“In the rallies at Brockton and Taun- 
ton,” said Mr. “the meetings packed 
the theaters to their fullest capacity. The 
audiences were composed of voters, not 
boys, 

“The listened earnestly and intently 
to what the speakers had to say, and 
evinced their approval by hearty and fre- 
quent applause. On the cape we had 
wonderful meetings, and old-line Repub- 
licans who voted for me last spring 
came to me by the score and said, “We 
voted for you last spring and we are 
going to vote for you this fall and give 
vou a bigger vote on Cape Cod than 
you got last spring. We. are disgusted 
with the broken promises of 
publicans and are going to 
Democratic ticket this fall. We can’t 
stand for the Payne-Aldrich act and 
the high cost of living it produces.”

A great debater, clear, logical and 
versatile, he delivers his arguments with 
a conviction that carries his hearers with 
him. These qualities in M. Briand ap- 
pealed strongly to M. Waldeck-Rousseau, 
himself one of France’s greatest orators, 
and it was owing to these same qualities 
that M. Briand was appointed by the 
late premier, M. Clemenceau, to the of- 
fice of minister of justice. Like other 
great men in France, he has risen to his 
present high position by means of the 
socialistic ladder, and unquestionably his 
sympathies are still not only intensely 
democratic but even socialistic. The hard 
experiences of parliamentary life have, 
hoWwever, moderated his extreme views, 
and one must now regard him as a sound, 
practical politician, and one whom even 
the taunts and reproaches of his enemies 
with regard to his early declaration of 
politieal faith cannot influence or bias. 

M. Briand, in conference with the rep- 
resentatives of the various railway com- 
panies, recently stated that he was re- 
solved to see this business through, and 
that he had no intention of allowing 
himself to be intimidated, “my good will,” 
he said, “may be counted upon, but not 
my weakness.”

All interested in the movement will be 
in sympathy with this statement, but 
it is disconcerting that Mr. Burns should 
have made no reference towards cbm- 
passing the essential element of success: 
a more widespread understanding of the 
priviliges of citizenship. As was said 
during one of the meetings of the con: 
ference, true progress builds upon the 
preservation of all that is good, and the 
great cities of the past rose to the full 
power of their civic life through the 
solidarity and the “brotherhood” of the 
citizens. “The strength of England is in- 
dependence and freedom; her weakness is 
want of order and organization.” So 
said the vice-chancellor of Oxford a few 
months since, and, though no one should 
advise a slavish imitation of bygone - 
institutions, the town-planning movement 
could open wide the door to the great. 
possibilities of cooperation for national 
ends. Listeners intent upon the words 
of reformers and pioneers might augur 
that the very natures of men and women 
could be changed by the advent of 
broader streets and more recreation 
grounds, yet these should be known as a 
means to an end, for it has been the 
unvarying experience of mankind that 
improved material conditions come as 
blessings to those able to appreciate and 
use them properly. The new cities should 
be to coming generations at once the 
homes and the training schools of the 
universal enlightened democracy of the 
future.

The book is sold at cost so that no one 
gets a profit from it and there are no 
royalties. Five thousand copies were 
printed and issued early in July. Within 
26 days the entire edition was exhausted. 
Another edition of 7500 copies was print- 
ed and nearly all of these have been sold. 

“The chief aim of the Boy Scouts of 
America is to make boys self-reliant and 
n the scout’s oath they prom- 
ise to their duty-to God and their 
country; to help other people at all 
times; to obey the scout law. 

“Recently another organization called. 
the American Boy Seouts has been 
started with William R. Hearst of the 
New York American as its president. 
Although the name is similar, that or- 
ganization has absolutely no connection 
whatever with the Boy Scouts of Amer- 
ica, for which General Baden-Powell, Mr. 
Seton and Mr. Beard stand.” 

Joseph Lee of the Boston school com 
mittee read a paper on “Sunday Play.’ 
He declared that “our Sunday laws de- 
feat the purpose for which Sunday 
stands.” 

“To turn the whole pwrenile popula- 
tion loose,” said Mr. Lee, “without work, 
without play and without school for one 
day every week. to take the most 
effective possible means for the promo, 
tion of lawlessness and demoralization.”

CARE OF A A “WATCH 


E careful of vour watch; it is too 
delicate an article to be roughly 

handled. Never get into the habit of 
holding the stem and winding the watch; 
always hold the watch and wind the 
stem. If you will try both ways, you 
will see what I mean, says an expert, 
and perhaps find that you have a bad 
habit to cure yourself of. Moreover, 
wind the watch as nearly as possible at 
the same time every day. It is bad for 
a timepiece to be wound too frequently 
or to be allowed to run down entirely. 

At night either hang the watch up— 
sinall watchstands come for the pur- 
pese, or a tiny yet firm brass hook on 
the wall will do as well—or, if you lay 
it down, see that there is some soft ar- 
ticle under it. Above all, do not keep 
it in a too hot or too cold place. 

Do‘not carry a watch around loose 
a bag or pocketbook. If neither fob. 
chatelaine nor chain is possible with the 
gown you are wearing, pin the watch 
firmly under your dress.

LONDON-—Mr. George Alexander has 
elected to put on the stage of the St. 
James’ theater Louis Evan Shipman’s 
comedy, “D’Arcy of The Guards.” It is 
quite a pretty little play; and Mr. Alex- 
ander, with an Irish brogue that seems 
good enough for an English audience,

The action of the play takes place in 


the British troops in the autumn and 
winter of 1777 end 1778. Colonel D’Arcy 
and his friend Dr. Gregory are quartered 
on Mrs, Townshend and her daughter 
Pamela, both enthusiastic American 
patriots. In the first act the gallant 
colonel protects Miss Pamela from the 
insults of two Hessian officers, and in 
the second act he is able to serve the 
voung lady by saving her brother, an 
officer in General Washington’s army, 
trom falling into the hands of the British.

This 
is because Mr. Gillette knows the differ- 
ence between a stage pause and a stage 
wait. A pause, with Gillette, is a si- 
lence charged with thought. Protracted 
a shade further than his fine instinct 
directs, or devoid of the intense thinking 
with which he fills it, such a pause 
would become a stage wait. 

When a stage pause is intelligently 
managed the audience thinks through it 
with the actor. When it is merely a 
stage wait, the audience fidgets. A finely 
proportioned stage pause is invariably 
pleasing, and flattering to the audience, 
as is every device in art that leaves 
something to the willing imagination of 
the spectator. In fact, better than any 
contemporary on the American stage, 
William Gillette has discovered and acted 
upon the discovery that audiences watch- 
ing a play can think as rapidly and as 
truly as its actors—and not only can, 


but hke to. Thus is his acting always 
compelling.

Barnard, was a guest of Boston for 
many weeks.

that syndicates usually dictate subjects for films, while small 
proprietors feel obliged to accept them without protest. This is 
a point on which the general public is becoming enlightened, and 
it does not alter the fact that other towns, as well as Brookline, 
could refuse further licenses to shows until the character of the 
exhibitions made them of educative value. 

One of the aims in Brookline has been to keep civic standards 
high. In promoting intelligence in the homes, the schools and the 
conduct of town affairs, cleanliness has been the motto adopted and 
lived up to so far as it has been possible of application. Thus 
has the attractive suburb vindicated to some extent its action in 
declining to adopt the city form of government. In the last few 
years Boston, nearby, has become a veritable mecca for motion 
picture exhibits; one finds them in practically every available nook 
and corner. Melodramatic in tendency as a rule, the views displayed 
have an emotional atmosphere that leaves impressions not always 
worthy of perpetuation. Better subjects, ably portrayed, frequently 
are sandwiched in for ‘variety’s sake, but not vet has there been 
an advance to satisfying standards. The selectmen of Brookline, 
ever watchiul over that town’s future as well as present interests, 
doubtless had their opinions molded by the average motion picture 
show in boston, which deserves only qualified approbation. 

Recently cities and towns in all parts of America and some 
abroad decried a certain class of motion pictures tending to hang 
attractiveness on a sordid display that in lasting effects might have 
taken a place secondary to thousands of. views now screened. While 
the expression of sentiment, awakened by press, school and pulpit, 
was evidential of public feeling, how noticeable it is that the wave 
of opposition lost strength after exhausting its force on this solitary 
instance! Spasmodic attempts at reform.of any sort are futile, 
and especially is this true of the motion picture. If Brookline 
desires to guard its children’s thoughts until a higher general 
standard of pictures is adopted by those who control the output, 
that town wins further merit by exercising a right inherent, but 
dormant, in other communities. When syndicates are made to see 
that the manufacture of pictures worth forgetting is unprofitable, 
the step toward films that take advantage of the pictitre machine's 
vast educative possibilities will be quickly perceptible.

7G) Penmsyivanial railroad tunnel, now | = | 
connecting New Jersey with Manhattan | | 
island, instances an engineering feat perhaps — Railroading | 
unparalleled since the days when skill ane 
daring first began to operate toward better Under 
and quicker transportation. The tubes that | 
for some time have afforded passage to New | the Hudson 
Yorkers dwelling in the New Jersey suburbs | 
relieved a congestion that had become a 
menace. The McAdoo tunnels proved a 
veritable blessing and brought the metropolis within easy reach of 
people living on the other side of the Hudson river. But while 
the subway under the water has been a boon, the advent of the 
Pennsylvania railroad, as an under-the-river agency for rapid 
transit, ushers in an era whereof the importance can hardly be 
estimated at the present time. The most that can be said now is 
that the originators of the plan built for the future rather than 
for today. 

As a matter of course, the opening of the Pennsylvania tunnels 
under the Hudson, with the linking of Long [sland to Manhattan 
by way of the East river tubes, is preliminary to the opening of 
the Pennsylvania station, at Seventh avenue and Thirty-second 
street, on Nov. 27. The entire scheme of traffic and terminal has 
been worked out with the single purpose in view to atford the 
traveling public the greatest comfort a railroad can place at the 
disposal of its patrons. The special that brought J. Pierpont Morgan 
and his guests from the South, the first train to run from Harrison, 
N. J., to the Pennsylvania station, made the distance in fifteen 
minutes. Accustomed as the financier is to large enterprises, it 
must, nevertheless, have been a pleasant surprise for Mr. Morgan 
to see accomplished that which Alexander J. Cassatt had planned 


“with such remarkable foresight. 


There is a decided difference between underground construction 
for the accommodation of local traffic, with the lighter rolling stock 
of the subway service, and that for the heavy trains that travel 
many hundreds of miles. Not only was it necessary for the 
Pennsylvania tunnel to attain a greater depth under the water, 
but the whole method of building had to be along lines different 
from the construction of other underground roads. Tor nine vears 
the Pennsylvania's engineers and contractors have calculated, fitted 
together and made ready for operation the thousands upon thousands 
of separate parts that now constitute a masterpiece. 

Now that travelers are to be carried into the heart of Manhattan, 
and can traverse Long Island in one continuous journey from New 
Jersey and points to the west or south, one big problem in 
transportation has been solved. It remains to be seen how well 
New York city will manage the further problem of additional 
subways for its millions. It may be considered a coincidence that 
at the moment when the Pennsylvania Railroad Company is 
providing its new facilities the public service commission 1s*making 
ready to receive bid’ for the construction of new subways to 
be built with city money. No contractor has been willing to invest 
in subway construction with private capital. For years the subject 
of additional lines has hung fire. Yet the Pennsylvania’ railroad 
had no difficulty finding money when occasion demanded. The 


metropolis above everything needs subways, and it would hardly 
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be a credit to the community 1f nothing tangible should result from 
the recent contract advertising. The $130,000,000 planned for the 
construction of the tri-borough system ought to bring returns as 
quickly as any of the many mullions the Pennsylvania railroad had 
to expend. Besides, the railroad and the subways are now united 
in the handling of traffic. New York city cannot afford to see the 
big terminal system completed and ready to bear fruit while the 
cry for proper local transportation still rings loud and persistently. 
Perhaps the opening of the Pennsylvania tubes may point a lesson 
in Manhattan and spur the administration to an extra effort in 
acquiring more and speedier subways. 
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As It 1s quite probable that Porto Rican 
| eitizenship 1s one of those questions that can 
| never be settled until they are settled right, 
| it is incumbent upon the American people to 
acquaint themselves as well as may be with 
the Porto Rican point of view on the subject. 
In response to the demand of the islanders 
for the, rights and privileges of American 
citizenship, an attempt has been made to 
| postpone the main question through the 
medium of a compromise measure looking to the admission. of 
Porto Ricans to citizenship as individuals. 

That the adoption of such a plan would mean no more than 
temporary delay in the final settlement of the question is evident 
from the tone of an address prepared by Senor Luis Munoz Morales, 
formerly district judge of Guayamo, Porto Rico, and read by Senor 
Martin Travieso at the Mohonk conference. Senor Morales disposes 
of the individual naturalization theory in short order. It is 
inadmissible in solving the problem, he asserts, because it would 
introduce greater confusion than now exists with regard to the 
status of the inhabitants ot the possession. It would, among other 
things, continue the difficulty with respect to those Porto Ricans 
who would not apply for American citizenship and establish an 
unjustified distinction between the inhabitants of the same country. 

The strongest point made by Morales, however, is 
contained in this passage: “With regard to collective naturalization. 
prior to 1908 the United States accepted the doctrine that ‘the 
nationality of inhabitants of territory acquired by conquest or 
cession becomes that-of the government under whose dominion they 
pass, subject to the right of election on their part to retain their 
former nationality by removal, or

otherwise, as may be provided.’ 
It should be noted that every treaty of cession to which the United 
States has been a party (with the sole exception of the treaty of 
Paris of 1908 with Spain) contains a stipulation providing that the 
inhabitants of the territory ceded may, in whole or in part, become 
citizens of the United States, either immediately or under certain 
conditions.” 

Ividently the Porto Ricans elect to become citizens in a body, 
and evidently they are determined to press to a conclusion the 
contention that the United States departed unjustly from its usual 
policy in excepting them from the privileges of election.

The point of greater interest is that this and other recent 
occurrences are strongly indicative of growing intimacy between 
the two leading nations of North and South America. 

lf any doubt exists as to the rapidly growing importance of 
the Argentine Republic in the estimation of the world public, it will 
be removed by reference to the American and foreign 
announcements for this fall. There is growing up a literature which 
treats distinctively of the history, progress and achievements of 
Argentina, in character strongly resembling that which, owing to 
the prevalence of similar conditions and the similar 
circumstances, flourished in this country during the last half of the 
last century. It is in the nature of a response to world-wide inquiry 
regarding a remarkable land. 

Kketerence to vearbooks and almanacs quickly discloses the 
cause of the interest which .\rgentina is arousing everywhere. The 
midustrial growth of the country in recent vears has been little short 
of amazing. Tour ‘thousand miles will be added this vear to the 
14,740 miles of railroad in the country at the close of 1908. There 
are in the republic 36,461 telegraph wire; and it may 
prove a simple way of illustrating the activity of the people to say 
that over the telegraph system of Argentina 10,840,000 messages 
were transmitted last vear. Argentina is commonly known as one 
of the greatest producers of small grains in the world, but it is only 
now beconiing known generally that, like the United States, it 
possesses and 3s developing other resources of equal importance. 

Trade relations between the United States and Argentina are 
far from being what they should be, and this is mainly due. to 
the fact that the attitude of the former country toward all the 
South Amesican republics for vears was too largely one of cold 
indifference. There has been of late a manifest change for the 
better in this particular, and. Argentina and her sister republics 
recognize it and appreciate it. The Argentina training ship incident, 
small in itself, is one of the many signs of disposition and desire on 
the part of both nations to know each other better and to make 
the acquaintance mutually agreeable and profitable. 
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Is rr not probable that Russia, having decided to permit the 
Tews free domicile in twelve villages from which they were excluded, 
will see the ultimate wisdom of granting them other privileges ?

For 
nearly everybody eats apples, and nearly everybody likes them, 
not merely through a season, as peaches, pears, oranges, etc., are 
liked, but all the vear round. Again, nearly everybody likes apple 
sauce and apple butter.and apple pie, and if the ordinary household 
would only take the trouble to keep an account of its apple 
consumption, it would find that its appetite for the fruit would 
make heavy inroads upon a wagon load. 

At all events, when the home crop gets down to 22,750,000 
barrels Americans are compelled to import apples to make good 
the deficit. And this is the most remarkable phase of the entire 
situation, for there is not the slightest reason why there ever should 
be a deficit in the American apple crop. Apples will grow in 
practically all parts of North America. ‘They will grow in flat or 
hilly country. They will grow in orchards or along the highways. 
They can be grown in small country places or in town lots. They 
require less attention than most other fruit. An apple tree will 
bear to a good old age. It is usually hardy. It costs practically 
nothing to keep a small orchard if one has the land. 
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What is true of America is true also of Europe. Yet on 
neither side are enough apples raised to supply the demand. The 


situation does not seem to be materially altered if the fact that 
apple raising is becoming a great business in the Ozarks of 
Missouri and out through the Pacific Northwest is takén into 
consideration. , It seems to be impossible to overproduce apples, 
although it would be well worth trying, especially by those who 
are longing and looking for an opening in the great outdoors.
